MR. SALINGER: I would like to discuss several 
matters which emanate from the President's speech. First, 
politics — 

Q. Is this all on the record? 

MR. SALINGER: This is on the record, unless 
otherwise. The President and the Vice President have both 
cancelled all future political appearances during this 
campaign. They will make no further speeches during this 
campaign either in person or by proxy, such as telephone 
speeches. 

Q. Does this include speeches on domestic issues? 

MR. SALINGER: Yes. They are not going to par- 
ticipate Ar.y "further in the campaign, either the President or 
the Vice President. 

Q. This doesn't sound like it is subject to 
change or flexible. 

MR. SALINGER: This is not subject to change. 

Q. Pierre, can you clarify one thing? Will he 
go and vote in Boston? 

MR. SALINGER: That I can't tell you, whether be 
will vote or vote absentee, which you can do in a general 
election but you can't do it in a primary. In other words, 
he cannot vote absentee in a primary in Massachusetts , but he 
can vote absentee in a general election. But he definitely 
will not participate any further in the campaign in 1S62. 

Q. Will he stay here in Washington? 

MR. SALINGER: He plans to stay here, that is 
correct. 
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MR. SALINGER: I don't know. 

Q. Is there any explanation of the President's 
reasoning on that, why he won f t campaign any further? 

MR t SALINGER: I think the President feels he has 
tx> be here. 

Second, the President announces now the appoint- 
ment of John J. McCloy as special advisor to Ambassador 
Adlai Stevenson in Ambassador Stevenson's capacity as the 
representative of the United States of America in the 
Security Council of the United Nations. Mr. McCloy will 
serve as special advisor to Ambassador Stevenson during 
United Nations' consideration of the Cuban situation. 

Q. Will you repeat that, during what? 

MR. SALINGER: During United Nations' consideration 
of the Cuban situation. Mr, McCloy, who retired on December 
31, 1960, as Chairman of the Chase Manhattan Bank, has re- 
turned to the legal profession as counsel to Milbat* , Tweed, 
Hope and Hadley, the law firm in downtown New York with which 
he was formerly associated. 

Q. What was his last government assignment? 

MR. SALINGER: His last government assignment 
was advisor to the President on disarmament matters. 

Q. From when to when? 

MR. SALINGER: He served in that post during 
most of 1961. 

Q. You said he would act as Stevenson's assistant? 

MR. SALINGER: No, advisor, special advisor. 

Q. Do you have the. address on that law firm? 

MR. SALINGER: I do not. 

Third, the President has asked the Members of 
Congress, *he Senate and House, who met with him today, to 
remain in Washington, They all have agreed to do that. I 
believe that Congressman Morgan of Pennsylvania had a press- 
ing matter that he had to return home, but the rest of them 
are staying in Washington. There is no set meeting with 
them, but they will be available should the President want 
to meet with them again. 

Q. Indefinitely? 

MR. SALINGER: Yes. Tb^ra ia ™ **«

Q. This doesn't sound like it is subject to 
change or flexible.

SALINGER: That I can't tell you, whether he 
will vote or vote absentee, which you can do in a general 
election but you can T t do it in a primary. In other words, 
he cannot vote absentee in a primary in Massachusetts, but he 
can vote absentee in a general election. But he definitely 
will not participate any further in the campaign in 1S62. 

Q, Will he stay here in Washington? 

MR. SALINGER: He plans to stay here, that is 


correct.

Q. Can the Vice President vote absentee? 
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Second, the President announces now the appoint- 
ment of John J. McCloy as special advisor to Ambassador 
Adlai Stevenson in Ambassador Stevenson f s capacity as the 
representative of the United States of America in the 
Security Council of the United Nations. Mr. McCloy will 
serve as special advisor to Ambassador Stevenson during 
United Nations' consideration of the Cuban situation. 

Q. Will you repeat that, during what? 

MR. SALINGER: During United Nations 1 consideration 
of the Cuban situation. Mr. McCloy ; who retired on December 
31, I860, as Chairman of the Chase Manhattan Bank, has re- 
turned to the legal profession as counsel to Milbank, Tweed, 
Hope and Hadley, the law firm in downtown New York with which 
he was formerly associated. 

Q. vfhat was his last government assignment? 

MR. SALINGER: His last government assignment 
was advisor to the President on disarmament matters. 

Q. From when to when? 

MR. SALINGER: He served in that post during 
most of 1961. 

Q. You said he would act as Stevenson's assistant? 

MR. SALINGER: No, advisor, special advisor. 

Q. Do you have the. address on that law firm? 

MR. SALINGER: I do not. 

Third, the President has asked the Members of 
Congress, the Senate and House, who met with him today, to 
remain in Washington. They all have agreed to do that. I 
believe that Congressman Morgan of Pennsylvania had a press- 
ing matter that he had to return home, but the rest of them 
are staying in Washington. There is no set meoting with 
them, but they will be available should the President want 
to meet with them again. 

Q. Indefinitely? 

MR. SALINGER: Yes. There is no time set on it. 

Q. I understood that Congressman Smathers said 
through Wednesday, and the briefing said that, I mean the 
report. 

MR, SALINGER: There is no time set on it. 
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Q. Are they expected to give up their political 
campaigns, Pierre? 

MR. SALINGER: I don't think anybody has been 
asked to do that, no. 

Q. How about Dirksen? Is he going to stay? 

MR. SALINGER: They are all staying.

Q. Wisconsin? 

MR, SALINGER: Well, that was, of course, left up in the air, 
although he hoped to go to Wisconsin as well as back to Missouri.

MR. SALINGER: No. He will see the representative from 
Jamaica at noon. The rest of the day is open, 

Q, Has he telephoned Governor Brown or any other executives 
of the States that he was to visit before ? 

MR. SALINGER: I am not aware that he has. 

Q. Can you tell us what States he has wiped out in this -- what 
trips ? 

MR, SALINGER: I will tell you what States are wiped out 
that I know of. The words "wiped out" are maybe an unfortunate choice. 
Wyoming, Utah, Idaho, Oregon, a return to Pennsylvania, a return to 
New York, a return to Connecticut, a return to Michigan. I said Cali- 
fornia, Cregon and California. 

Q. Washington? 

MR. SALINGER: He was not going to Washington. 

Q. Wyoming? 

MR, SALINGER: That was the first one I named. 

Q. Wisconsin? 

MR. SALINGER: Well, that was, of course, left up in the air, 
although he hoped to go to Wisconsin as well as back to Missouri. 

Q. Pierre, could you speculate with us what is the next logical 
step if nothing happens, if this doesn't get results ? 

MR. SALINGER: No, I am not in charge of speculation. That 
is your job. 

Q. What are the prospects for a news conference this week? 

MR. SALINGER: There will be no news conference this week. 

Q. Are you expecting anything else tonight? 

MR, SALINGER: I don't know.
